County crops grow to all-time high—dollar wise

Agriculture continues to be one of the 
basic factors in the economy of Santa 
Barbara County. 
Agricultural Commissioner Walter S. 
Cummings reported today that the total 
value of agricultural production reached 
an all-time high in 1968 of $90,295,460. 
This compares to $88,016,920 in 1967. 
A summary of the production shows 
vegetable crops as the number one pro­ 


ducer for the County with 27,263 acres 
bringing a total value of $23,610,400 as 
compared to 25,942 acres planted in 1967 
bringing $22,414,000. Fruit and nut crops 
also rose in value despite lower acreage 
in production. The crop realized $16,- 
040,500 in 1968 as compared to $14,- 
588,000 the previous year. Nearly 300 
acres less were planted in 1968. 
Field crops showed a decline in value, 
also on less acreage. A total of 644,520 
acres realized $11,278,400 in 1968 as 


compared to 647,730 acres in 1967 
bringing in $12,635,100. 
The cut flower industry was the big­ 
gest gainer for 1968 in all respects. 
Total acreage in this category was 716 
producing value of $4,599,000 as com­ 
pared to 461 acres in 1967 realizing 
$2,821,000. 
Other summaries show nursery pro­ 
ducts, 144 acres, $2,595,800 for 1968 
as compared to 170 acres, $2,496,600 for 
1967 and seed crops with 8,683 acres 


for 1968 as compared to 8,880 acres and 
$3,647,000 in 1967. Under seed crop, 
the flower seed industry, primarily cen­ 
tered in Lompoc Valley, showed a signi­ 
ficant gain during 1968. A total of 1,760 
acres of flowerseeds realized $1,672,- 
000 as compared to 1,700 acres and 
$1,402,000 in 1967. 
Livestock and poultry production con­ 
tributed $21,524,500 to the economy 
in 1968 as compared to $22,560,100 in 
1967. 


In a breakdown of vegetable crop 
production, acreage devoted to lettuce 
growing jumped from 2,920 in 1967 to 
4,010 in 1968 and tomatoes from 1,030 
acres to 1,470. Acreage declines were 
registered in broccoli from 9 870 acres 
to 9,000; carrots from 1,730 acres to 
1,670; romaine from 410 to 310 
Cummings reported that the acreages 
in the report were the planted and 
bearing acres of fruit and nut crops 
and the harvested acres of field and 


vegetable crops The gross values shown 
are the F O B 
value at first point of 
sale which includes the cost of harvest­ 
ing, grading and packaging as well as the 
cost of production The report does not 
indicate returns or profits to the pro­ 
ducer or farmer 


“ Farm production expenses have con­ 
tinued to climb, particularly in labor-sen­ 
sitive crops resulting in lower net farm 
income,” Cummings stated.

Texan escapes from 


Mexico; says he was 


almost murder victim 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A Texan who 
escaped from a Mexican prison disguis­ 
ed as a woman charged he was almost 
murdered by his captors by what he 
learned was called “ La Ley de Fuga” 
— the law of escape. 


Dykes Askew Simmons Jr., 38, who 
flew here Monday with his attorney, said 
guards at Nuevo Leon Penitentiary want­ 
ed him to escape so they could shoot him. 
The attempted “ execution” occurred 
Dec. 8, 1960. 
“ About eight of them took me to the 
front gate and three of them started push­ 
ing me,” Simmons told newsmen. “ The 
others were to shoot me. I fought my 
way back into the prison. I wouldn’t go. 
“ They beat me almost to death. My 
nose was broken and I had nail marks 
all over my body from where they kick­ 
ed me and the bootnails stuck out. But I 
wouldn’t run. They said I’d fallen off a 
wall trying to escape.”

All the districts receive 874 aid monies 
because of their location near military 
bases. 
A second lawsuit to recover aid monies 
withheld by the state over the past five 
years has been filed in Los Angeles but 
is being held in abeyance pending the 
outcome of the San Diego court action. 
School officials in Lompoc have es­ 
timated the state has withheld several 
millions of dollars from the local dis­ 
trict in the five years. 
Cachuma water 
released to aid 
repair project 


Due to the rain storm last Saturday, 
releases from Lake Cachuma were re­ 
sumed Saturday evening and at present, 
the magnitude of the release is about 
900 cubic feet per second. Cachuma 
Lake is presently about one foot below 
the full level elevation and it will be 
lowered an additional foot by maintaining 
the 900 cfs release through this week, 
according to Phil Macias, Bureau of 
Reclamation official. 
On Monday morning, April 14, the re­ 
lease again will be reduced to zero by 6 
p.m. It is expected that the storage 
provided by lowering the lake will per­ 
mit a release shut-off period of six days 
which will enable construction forces be­ 
low Cachuma Dam to continue their re­ 
pairs. During the shut-off, inflow will 
be sorted and the reservoir allowed to 
fill. 
After the reservoir is full, normal 
operation again will be resumed, Macias 
said.

Here's the ungarbled word 


Still confused about what to do with those forms you received regarding the 
property tax rebate0 Here is the ungarbled word straight from the tax as­ 
sessor’s office. 
If you own or are purchasing the home in which you live, recently you should 
have received in the mail two forms from the County Assessor's Office. 
One form is white, the other pink. If you are properly qualified, the two 
forms represent a total value of approximately $140 to you. 
If you lived in your home on March I, 1968, complete the white form, 
being careful to insure that all questions are answered correctly. This form 
is your application for the $70 tax refund 
If you lived in your home as of March 1, 1969, complete the pink form 
making certain all questions are answered correctly. The pink form will 
qualify you for an adjustment 
on your 1969 property tax. If you qualify, 
you will not get a $70 refund for 1969; however, your property taxes will be 
reduced by the assessor by approximately that much. 
Officials of the assessor’s office point out that many people are making 
the mistake of assuming that the pink copy is a duplicate and they are holding 
that for their personal records. Such is not the case. There are no dupli­ 
cates Property owners should complete both the white and the pink forms and 
return them immediately. If the forms are not in the assessor's hands by April 
15 you stand to lose the total amount. 
Property owners who served in the armed forces and choose to avail 
themselves of the State’s Veteran’s Exemption are not eligible to receive 
the refunds. However, if you applied for, and were denied the Veteran’s Ex­ 
emption, you should complete and mail both the white and pink cards by the 
April 15 deadline. 
If by chance you goofed and threw away the two cards or failed to sign 
them both as originals, get in touch with the County Assessor’s Office 
(RE 6-3411) immediately so that you might correct your mistake before the 
April 15 deadline.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. Ronald 
Reagan today asked the legislature for a 
massive, 
two-part tax relief program 
that included a proposal he called “ vol­ 
untary” payroll withholding of the state 
income tax. 
The request earn« in a special mes­ 
sage that was sent to the Senate shortly 
after 10 a.m., apparently seven hours be­ 
fore it had been planned for introduc­ 
tion. 
“ The need is to simplify —and to make 
more honest and more equitable—the tax 
structure of our state ’ Reagan’s mes­ 
sage said. 
The voluntary withholding plan is in­ 
cluded among post-1969 proposals. Rea­ 
gan lias adamantly opposed withholding 
in the past as a means of easing the pain 
caused by j»aying taxes. 
But under his proposal, the employer 
could withhold state income tax payments 
at the employe's request and remit the 
funds directly to the state. The employe 
then would get a 2 per cent tax credit 
for his voluntary participation. 
The plan also would allow a taxpayer 
to choose to (xay his personal income 
tax on a quarterly basis in advance and 
still get the 2 per cent credit. In addi­ 
tion, he could make arrangements to de­ 
posit his money in a Christmas Club-like 
plan and pay it on April 15. 
Or he could, under Reagan’s plan, con­ 
tinue to pay th«' tax as he now does. 
The long rang« tax plan would cut 
property taxes for residential proper­ 
ty taxpayers by about 40 per cent and in­ 
crease the state income tax by about 60 
per cent across-th* board to pay the 
cost. 
Reagan estimated that a statewide ed­ 
ucational tax proposal — boosting the 
state income tax and establishing a 
statewide 
property tax — would raise 
$1.0 billion to [jay for school costs. 
The plan also would: 


4- liminate the business inventory tax 
and pay for the money lost by broad­ 
ening the state sales tax to include re­ 
pair services and amusements. 
-f reeze property tax rates at the 
present limit plus 10 per cent and re­ 
quire a vote of two-thirds of the resi­ 
dents of the district involved before 
they «:an be increased 
As the legislature crossed a deadline 
for unrestricted intro<iuction of bills, 
both Democratic and Republican lawmak­ 
ers proposed their own tax reform plans. 
Assemblyman 
Bob Moretti, D-Van 
N’uys, called a news conference to unveil 
his plan to eliminate property taxes and 
replace the lost income by boosting per­ 
sonal income and bank and corporation 
taxes. 
Moretti said ending the property tax 
would cost about $5 5 billion However 
he said raising the Income and bank and 
corporation taxes would bring $5.6 bil­ 
lion 
“ The fat cats who’ve been getting 
away with murder are going to get hurt 
under this b ill,” Moretti said 
“ The 
loopholes are going to be closed with a 
great deal of finality ”

HOUSTON (UPI) - Haskell 
Karp, an Illinois salesman kept 
alive by a man-made, “stop­ 
gap’' heart for 63 hours and 
then received the healthy heart 
of 
a 
Massachusetts 
widow 
because he wanted to “live like 
a m an,-not lie there like a 
Vegetable,“ developed penumo- 
iiha today. _ 
But Dr. Denton A. Cooley, the 
famed 
heart 
surgeon 
who 
performed both operations on 
the 47-year-old 
Skokie, 111., 
man, 
expressed 
hope 
Karp 
would recover. 
“ Mr. Karp has developed a 
patch of pneumonia in his right 
lung. His kidney function is 
depressed,” said a St. Lukes 
Hospital spokesman in a morn­ 
ing bulletin. 
The spokesman said Karp, 
who received the heart of Mrs. 
Barbara 
Ewan, 
40, 
of Law­ 
rence, Mass., Monday, remain­ 
ed responsive but was tiring. 
“ We 
are 
hopeful he 
will 
respond to medical manage­ 
ment,” he said. 
Doctors were elated after 
Friday’s 
operation in which 
Cooley implanted the artificial 
heart. One hospital official said 
it was unbelieveable how well 
Karp responded to the machine. 


“ I feel sorry that a life is 
gone,” Shirley Karp, mother of 
three sons, said Monday after 
the surgery. She had issued an 
emotional appeal Saturday for a 
human heart for her husband. 
“ I am optimistic about the 
outcome,” a grinning Cooley 
said of the operation, his 19th 
human heart transplant and the 
124th in the world. 
Mrs. Ewan, who died of brain 
damage caused by undisclosed 
medical treatment, was flown to 
Houston early Monday aboard a 
limping 
airplane 
that 
was 
forced down at a Strategic Air 
Command base near Shreve­ 
port, La. 


Without brakes or landing 
flaps, it rolled 11,000 feet along 
a Barksdale Air Force Base 
runway before «oasting to a 
stop just short of the end of the 
landing strip. It was met by 
machine gun-carrying air po­ 
lice. 
Cooley Friday placed aplastic 
and dacron heart developed by 
Dr. Domingo Liotta, a native of 
Argentina, inside Karp’s chest 
in 
a three 
hour operation, 
marking the first time a man- 
made device had taken over the 
heart’s function of pumping and 
storing blood inside the body. 
Cooley immediately began the 
search for a human heart. 


“ When he came here, Mr, 
Karp was not in favor of a 
transplant,’ Cooley said. ‘When 
we 
repaired 
the 
ventricle 
(Friday), we could not get his 
heart to take over its own work. 
It was a question of letting him 
die or trying some desperate 
heroic m easure.” 
He said Karp consented to the 
artificial 
and 
human 
heart 
transplants because he knew it 
was the only way he could live.

Brooklyn, N.Y., had defected to 
the Communist side in Vietnam 
because he was “ upset” with 
the war and disgruntled with 
the “ big wigs” in Washington.

identified him as 
John F. Lowney, 19, a private 
first class in the 3rd Battalion, 
9th Regiment of the U.S. 3rd 
Marine Division. 
The broadcast said Lowney 
crossed over to the Communist 
side Feb. 22, a few weeks after 
his arrival in South Vietnam's 
northern provinces. Hanoi re­ 
leased this statement attributed 
to him: 
“ I oppose the war in Vietnam 
because it is the dirtiest war in 
U.S. history. The UJS. troops 
are playing the same role as 
Nazi soldiers blindly obeying 
Hitler’s orders.The U.S. troops, 
tanks and planes destroy the 
Vietnam 
crops,

and 
killed women with their air 
raids,” 
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Lowney said he was “ mista­ 
ken in thinking that my act 
(enlistment

Corps) was to demonstrate my 
devotion, loyalty and peace to 
the American people,” accord­

monitored in Tokyo. 
The statement attributed to 
Lowney said he became “ upset 
with tliis war and opposed it 
because the big wigs in the 
White House and the Pentagon 
have been bringing hundreds of 
thousands of American boys 
into the jungles and swamps of 
Vietnam when they have no 
knowledge

enthusiasm 
about getting killed for their 
ambitions.” 
The broadcast did not say 
where Lowney is now nor how 
or exactly where he defected.

Senate 
leader 
whom 
Grunsky 
deposed 
two years 
ago, and Richard J. Dolwig, 
Atherton. 
Both

The Fresno Democrat, who 
has headed the Senate since 
1957 and whose ruling coalition 
already is under fire from a

If you like white meat of chicken and enjoy the taste of 
sweet butter, then here’s a gala dish for you. It is Chicken 
Kiev, a Russian dish which we have slightly simplified. 
The results, however, will still be rich and delicious. 
CHICKEN KIEV 
1 cup corn starch 
1 cup flour 
1 cup water 
1 egg, well-beaten 
1 quart corn oil 


4 whole chicken breasts, 
skinned and boned 


*2 cup unsalted (sweet) 
butter, or more 
Sail 
Pepper 
Place each breast between two sheets of waxed paper; 
pound to ‘A-inch thickness. Remove waxed paper. Divide 
butter into eight slices. Cut each slice in half. Place two 
butter halves, small ends together, across short side of 
each breast. Season with salt and pepper. Fold one end 
over butter. Roll up breast, tucking in sides. Secure with 
toothpicks. Mix together cornstarch and flour. Gradually 
stir in water and egg. Beat until smooth. Heat corn oil in 
3-quart saucepan over medium heat to 375 degrees. Dip 
two breasts in batter. Fry in oil until golden brown, about 
10 minutes. Drain on absorbent paper. Continue frying 
remaining rolls. Remove toothpicks. Serve immediately. 
Makes 8 rolls or 4 servings.

Ocean fishing definitely pick­ 
ed up last week with reports 
coming in that the fish are 
there and just waiting to be 
caught. 
However, heavy winds have 
limited the action as the winds 
have been too much for the aver­ 
age angler to venture out to 
sea in a small boat. 
Heavy action came a week ago 
Sunday and then the following 
day, Monday, everyone was all 
set to go out again when winds 
came up and put an end to 
most activity. The same con­ 
ditions were prevalent through­ 
out the week with the weekend 
rain storm halting all action. 
Improved weather conditions 
undoubtedly will show an in­ 
crease in the salmon fishing 
fronts. 
Those salmon 
which 
have been caught have gotten 
somewhat larger with several 
up to 16 pounds in weight be­ 
ing reported. However there 
are still quite a few “ shakers” 
or undersized fish, being re­ 
ported. It is hoped they will 
recover from the shock of be­ 
ing caught and then thrown back 
into the water to become bigger 
and better fish. 
Among those who were succ­ 
essful in their quest for salmon 
were Mrs. Ilse Gowan and her 
daughter, 
Karen 
Henning of 
Lompoc, who caught salmon 
ranging from six to 13 pounds 
a week ago Sunday off Avila 
Beach. 
Margarita Lake officials re­ 
port bass and crappie are hitt­ 
ing well and some catfish are 
being taken. Best results for 
bass have been through the use 
of a plastic worm worked deep, 
or surface plugs used in ttie 
early morning and evening close 
to the shore in shallow water. 
At Cachuma it would appear ai 
though 
the trout planting pro­ 
gram is about over as none has 
been slated for the near future. 
Any remaining plantings to be 
made 
depend upon available 
fish. Fishing on the lake has 
been on the slow side as far 
as trout are concerned although 
anglers have been able to fill 
creels with catfish and bass. 
Warm weather in the Paso 
Robles area brought an increase 
in activity at Lake Nacimiento 
despite a current ban on camp­ 
ing at the lake resort area. Bass 
and crappie have been reported 
by concessionaires. 
Bass are reported in the two 
pound range \dth catches of 50 
to 80 crappie being reported. 
Feathered jigs and spinners 
have been successful, as has 
live bait by the crappie fisher­ 
men. 
The first meeting of the state 
fish and game commission was 
held last month with regard to 
the setting of the coming hunt­ 
ing seasons, rules and regula­ 
tions. The next stop after pub­ 
lic hearing recommendations, 
will be to set another meeting 
announcing the proposed regula­ 
tions and hearing of evidence, 
both pro and con. At the end 
of May the final adoptions will 
be announced. 
The department of fish and 
game is proposing 55 special 
antlerless 
deer hunts 
with 
19,410 permits to be available. 
The commission will no doubt 
accept these and set hearing 
dates in various county seats. 
The special hunts will be 


adopted in June after local hear­ 
ings 
have 
been taken 
into 
consideration. Also before the 
commission 
was 
a recom­ 
mendation for two special elk 
hunts and an antelope hunt; a 
longer late deer season; reduc­ 
ed limits of bear; a boost in 
the chukar limit and a longer 
wild turkey season. 
The bag limit on bears was 
proposed to be cut to one animal 
and the closed season extended 
Also, it is proposed that the 
late deer season be extended 
through the second weekend in 
November; that the chukar limit 
be raised from five to six 
birds and that there be a two- 
day wild turkey hunt. 
The rabbit season would be 
opened July 4 in northern Cal­ 
ifornia as well as the San Joa­ 
quin Valley to provide some 
additional 
hunting 
without 
damaging the resource. 
The commission usually ac­ 
cepts recommendations of the 
DFG without argument but the 
requests often meet with ob­ 
jections from the public, which 
may have its say at the meet­ 
ings. However, in major issues, 
it is considered that the DFG 
is in the best position to deter­ 
mine what can be done without 
damaging the fish and wildlife 
population. 
The commission also gives 
consideration to requests and 
objections that may be raised 
by sportsmen’s organizations 
such as the California Wild­ 
life Federation, and the various 
conservation councils. This is 
how local sportsmen’s groups 
can get their voice heard at 
commission meetings, either by 
attending 
and 
voicing their 
views 
or by 
participating 
through an organization, such 
as the CWF, which has power 
and prestige of being a state­ 
wide organization behind it. 
As an example, several years 
ago a local sportsman’s club 
was instrumental in changing 
the salmon limit from two to 
three fish. The matter was 
taken up by the club and then 
views of the regional manager 
of the DFG were sought. He 
indicated no opposition to the 
change. The Council of Cen­ 
tral California was next re­ 
quested to bring the matter 
before this com mission- type of 
organization and thus with the 
assistance of the DFG, the deal 
went through, showing how much 
a sportsmen’s organization can 
accomplish through its affilia­ 
tion with a council and the Cal­ 
ifornia Wildlife Federation. 
As far as the request for 
special elk hunts are concer­ 
ned, there often is a certain 
amount of opposition encounter­ 
ed by some individuals and or­ 
ganizations which are not aware 
of the facts of the case. 
Elk, and also deer, have to 
eat. The main thought of the 
DFG is supplying the natural 
feed. There is just so much 
feed and the only way to keep 
a herd in balance is to keep 
it down to a point were it can 
support itself. In the case of 
the tule elk hunt in Owens Val­ 
ley, for 
instance, it is 
the 
polity of the commission, as 
advised by the DFG, to main­ 
tain the herd between 250 and 
300 animals to keep all healthy 
and within the capacity of the 
range to feed it.

But Williams, President Nixon 
and the largest opening day 
crowd in Washington history- 
45,113 
fans 
at 
Robert 
F.

Stadium-watched in 
dismay as the Senators were 
belted 
by 
the 
New 
York 
Yankees 8-4. 
That opener-and the tradi- 
tional National League opener 
in Cincinnati where the second 
century of baseball opened as 
the Reds lost to the Dodgers 3-2 
—kicked off the first major 
league season of 24 teams and 
four divisions. 
The longest 
season will run to late October 
with the World Series not even 


scheduled to start until Oct. 11. 
The rest of the clubs join the 
action today with five games in 
each league—including the first 
game for Montreal (at New 
York), 
San 
Diego 
(hosting 
Houston), Seattle (at California) 
and 
Kansas 
City 
(hosting 
Minnesota). 


Once the 
game 
started, 
though, there wasn’t much for 
the Washington fans to root for 
except Frank Howard’s two-run 
homer in the ninth when the 
game was already out of reach.

do games Baseball, that had 
become the elegant abstract 
image of an industrial society 
living by split-second timing, 
has in the new TV decade lost 
its psychic and social relevance 
for our new way of live. The 
game has been dislodged from 
the social center and been con­ 
veyed to the periphery of Amer­ 
ican life 
“ Games are dramatic models 
of our psychological lives pro­ 
viding release of particular ten­ 
sions . . . Games are exten­ 
sions of our immediate lives. 
And we are living in a violent 
age. Baseball has no violence.” 
Michael Burke, president of 
the New York Yankees and a 


former executive with the Co­ 
lumbia Broadcasting System, 
has opposing views on some of 
those points. 
“ Baseball 
in the next 100 
years will be as important in 
the fabric of society as it was 
in the last 100 years, but in a 
different way,” said Burke. 
“ As our lives become in­ 
creasingly more mechanized, 
more 
depersonalized — more 
dehumanized, we are going to 
seek an island of peace. I think 
one place it can be found is on 
the baseball field 
“ Nowadays, 
everyone 
is 
banging everyone else over the 
head People will begin to gag 
on the violence in our lives, 
from the football field to the 
college campus. And the rela­ 
tive nonviolence of baseball will 
become attractive.”

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Johnny Carson views TV vs. govt, 
issue as "bland leading bland"

(UPI>—TV’s 
Johnny Carson, no stranger in 
the battle to liberalize expres­ 
sion on the tube, thinks the 
current argument between the 
government and the networks 
over “ offensive” material on 
television is a case of “ the 
bland leading the bland.” 
He also objects strongly to 
the 
coupling 
of 
“ sex 
and 
violence” in wrapping up all 
that’s supposedly wrong with 
today’s TV. 
Carson spoke on the subject 
in an interview this week with 
United Press International. He 
was just back from vacation, in 
a relaxed mood but obviously 
troubled by the brickbats being 
tossed at TV from Washington. 
“ They get sex and violence 
mixed up. It kills me-what do 
you have on TV that’s so sexy? 
It’s all so bland. The violence I 
do find disturbing—I’m offended 
when I see shows that depict 
somebody 
getting beaten up 
with a tire iron. 
“ The trouble is that if you say 
you’re for permissiveness on 
TV, people think you’re for 
everything. I’m not for anything 
goes—I’ve been here for a long 
time and I know the ground 
rules. I know you can’t do dirty 
jokes or have naked people on. 
You’ve got to have rules, but 
it’s the creative people on TV 
who have to regulate them­ 
selves.” 
Carson mentioned the recent 
statement by 
Sen. 
John 0. 
Pastore, D-R.I., who as chair­ 
man of the subcommittee on 
communications, has called for 
rigid, centralized self-censor­ 
ship by the networks, includ­ 
ing pre-screening of all shows 
to cut “ offensive” material. 
“ Who’s going to censor the 
censor?” 
he 
asked. 
“ Who 
governs the governing body? 
What 
is 
uncomfortable for 
Senator Pastore to see may not 
be for others. My taste is just 
as impeccable as some sena­ 
tor’s. 
I don’t want anybody 
telling me what I can or cannot 
watch. I think I should make 
my own decisions. 
“ There’s a definite danger of 
heavy proscription of TV by the 
government. It smacks of Big 
Brother. ‘We will protect you, 
ladies and gentlemen, against 
something you shouldn’t see.’ 
“ When the government starts 
to say what is bad for you, then 
it can turn around and say this 
will be good for you. Instead of 
‘What can’t they see?” it can 
become ’What shouldn’t they 
see.“ 
“ The networks are uptight —I 
know 
that’s an overworked 
word, but it’s true -they’re 
uptight 
because 
somebody’s 
investigating them. They tend 
to go overboard. Pretty soon we 
won’t be able to say anything. 
“ 'Hiey want to cut something 
to be 
safe. ‘Let’s not take a 
chance on offending somebody; 
or they’ll look at somethingand 
say, 
‘Golly, 
I 
don’t know.’ 
They’ve cut things on my show 
I think it’s ridiculous to cut. 
‘Don’t do jokes on divorce or 
death, don’t do this, don’t do 
that -it’s not nice.’ 
‘‘If some people had their 
way about not offending any­ 
body we’d have 24 hours of 
Ozzie and Harriet. Sure, I’ve 
said things on the show I wish I 
hadn’t said, but I never said 
anything to hurt anybody. 
“ For example, you can’t even 
say the word ‘naked” without 
offending some people — no 
kidding. 
We 
sometimes 
get 
maybe 200 letters complaining 
about something like that, and 
the network listens. What about 
the eight million other viewers 
who aren’t complaining? 
“ Why can’t we have a little 
latitude? 
All 
the 
good 
TV 
writers eventually go to the 
movies or the stage. 
“ I don’t think this country is 
going downhill into a morass of 
filth and violence. I don’t buy 
that. What’s true is that people 
have gotten hung up on sex. 
“ People should see what they 
want to see. If you don’t want 
to see it, don’t go. Anyway, this 
nudity and sex in plays and 
movies will have a reversal. 
People will get tired of it. It’s 
boring.” 


Carson admitted, however, 
that there is “ also the danger of 
comedians taking themselves 
too seriously.” 
“ Social 
consciousness does 
not make a show. Once a hum­ 
orist or comedian starts using 
his show as a forum, he’s in 
trouble of losing his audience. 
“ Audiences don’t need lec­ 
tures. If you want to make a 
point about morality, there’s 
lots of ways to do it. One night 
Ed 
McMahon 
and 
I 
took 
nursery rhymes and blipped 
words from them to show how 
even censored lines can make 
people’s imaginations gotosex. 
“ A line like ‘Mary had a little 
.blip' 
was 
definitely 
suggestive, 
and we made a 
genuine point. 
“ I don’t go for dirty words on 
TV, but they don't bother me, 


or hurt me. When my three 
boys were smaller I gave them 
a lecture on dirty words after 
they’d started repeating them. 
“ I asked them how many 
dirty words they knew. They 
gave embarrassed laughs and 
didn’t answer, so I listed all the 
ones I knew. Then I told them 
they weren’t the really dirty 
words. The dirty words 
are 
those like ‘wop,’ ‘kike,’ ‘spik,’ 
‘greaseball,’ — those are the 
ones that really hurt someone.” 
Carson, is launching his first 
business 
venture 
-a 
new 
Omaha-based 
company 
that 
plans to franchise restaurants 
nationwide 
under 
the 
name 
“ Here’s Johnny’s!” They will 
feature such dishes as steak, 


burgers and “ Bird of Paradise” 
chicken. 
Is this with an eye toward 
petting out of television“? 


“ No, it’s just another activi­ 
ty,” he said. “ I'm going to give 
it as much time as I can. I 
want it to work out, and it takes 
more than lending your name. 
It takes good food, good service 
and good surroundings. We’re 
going to have them all, and 
we’ve 
gotten 
a 
tremendous 
reaction to the idea. 


“ I’m staying with the Tonight 
Show. I take it as it comes and 
I’m doing what I like to do. And 
whatever we’re doing seems to 
work all right,” he added with a 
grin. 
Lobbyist goes to work 
to aid damaged oil со.

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - A 
thick layer of dark goo slides 
onto a wide, white beach at 
Santa Barbara. 
The public and press cry 
“ outrage.” 
The oil company profusely 
apologizes then hurriedly be­ 
gins to clean up the mess. 
Legislators view with alarm 
then introduce a myriad of bills 
to prevent such an event from 
recurring. 
And Albert J. Shults quietly 
goes to work. 
Albert J. Shults? 
“ I’m one of a number of hard 
working lobbyists,” says the 54- 
year-old lawyer. 
He 
hardly 
fits 
the usual 
image of a lobbyist as a big, 
fat, cigar smoking wheeler and 
dealer. Shults could get lost in a 
crowd. He is of medium build, 
and looks like a conservative 
businessman. 
Shults grossly understates his 
position as one of the highest 
paid and most influential of the 
400-member “ thirdhouse.” 
The 10 clients who pay Shults 
a total of $4,000 per month plus 
expenses include almost every 
major oil company. 
For more than a decade the 
“ legislative advocate’ —a for­ 
mal name for lobbyists—has 
been 
responsible 
for 
“ all 
legislation 
affecting 
the oil 
industry.” 
What kind of a job is Shults 
expected to do 
for one of 
Californias largest industries? 
“ It’s principally defensive,” 
Shults told a reporter. "We 
offer very little in the way of 
affirmative legislation.” 
This year that defensive role 
includes 
stopping 
legislation 
which would ban tidelands oil 
drilling, levy a two per cent 
severance tax on oil and gas 
producers and refiners and lim­ 
it the depletion allowance. 
“ 1 think it’s in the way of 
being panicked,’ Shults said of 
proposed bans of oil exploration 
and drilling. 
He said a disaster plan was 
put into immediate effect when 
a rupture in a Union Oil off­ 
shore drilling rig caused a 
massive oil spill along the Santa 
Barbara coast. 
“ I actually doubt that there 
will 
be 
any 
really serious 
restrictions by California law 
because I think California law is 
a pretty good law,” he said. 
The Santa Barbara oil leak 
came from a well leased by the 
federal 
government 
and not 
under California law. 
“There is no guarantee in this 
world in anything,” said Shults. 
‘ All you can do is do everything 
possible to avoid it and be 
prepared to take care of it if it 
does. 
“ From early reports there’s 
been 
no 
lasting 
damage to 
marine life or bird life,” he 
added. “ The beaches will be 
cleaned. There will be no trace 
of it so 1 think they’re doing a 
good job,” 
The depletion allowance and 
severance tax measures have 
been 
introduced 
in 
varying 
forms for many years. 
“ It’s an old dog,” Shults said 
of 
the 
legislative 
package. 
“ We’ve been very successful in 
the past on a factual case.’ 
The measures by Assembly­ 
man John L. Burton, D-San 
Francisco, are scheduled for a 
hearing by the Revenue and 
Taxation Committee at the end 
of this month. 
He was asked if he thought 
the 
bills 
would 
die in the 
committee as they have in the 
past. 
“ I would certainly assume 
so,’ saidShults. 
Although Shults spends more 
than $2,600 each month on food 
and drinks as a lobbyist, his 
“ defensive’ tactics for the oil 
industry include supplying law­ 
makers 
with 
armloads 
of 
charts, surveys and reports to 
support his position. 
Shults contends the oil indus­ 
try 
taxes in California are 
comparable to those of Texas 
and Louisiana, the other major 
oil producing states. 
But proponents of the sever­ 
ance tax contend the rest of 


California residents and indus­ 
tries pay more than they would 
in other states for the additional 
services California offers. 
Promoters of the severance 
tax argue the oil industry in 
California is not paying its 
share. 
“ There has never been an 
objective study by any group 
that I know of that has come up 
with a recommendation for a 
severance tax,” Shults said. 
“ I’ve never found anybody but 
the authors of the bills that 
could find any magic in it.” 
Then 
why 
are 
the 
bills 
introduced every year? 
“ It’s a big story,” Shults said. 
“ That’s why they’re the au­ 
thors, I think. They do get 
publicity, don’t they? They’re 
fighting the big, powerful oil 
companies. They’re slaying the 
dragon.” 
Lobbyists often are suspected 
of donating heavily to political 
campaigns in return for special 
favors from lawmakers. 
“ Every day in the legislative 
session 
and 
sometimes 
in 
between I impose on the good 
nature of legislators to repre­ 
sent my clients—and they’re 
very kind. They give me time, 
they’re busy men,” Shults said. 
“ It’s just artificial to think 
that a campaign comes around 
—they need a little help-that I 
say ’Oh, no. Thank you for 
being very nice to me but I 
wouldn’t think of giving you any 
help.” 
“ Many of them are personal 
friends,” he said. “ It’s ridicu­ 
lous. 
Of 
course 
I 
make 
campaign contributions—not in 
substantial amounts 
because 
I’m not a rich man. But of 
course 
I 
give 
them 
help. 
Nothing like the press indicates. 
That’s fantastic.” 
Shults referred to the recent 
Contra Costa Senate campaign 
where 
Dist. 
Atty. 
John A. 
Nejedly, a Republican, defeated 
Democrat George Miller III. 
Young Miller was the son of 
the late Sen. George Miller Jr., 
a friend of Shults’ since they 
were children. 


Shults did not mention Nejed­ 
ly by name but said Miller’s 
opponents “ have said and it’s 
been published that he (Miller) 
had $100,000 in the primary 
campaign from the oil industry. 
I laughed for two or three 
days until 1 found that some 
people were taking it serious­ 
ly,“ 
Shults said. ’’It’s just 
fantastic. 


“ Every 
company, 
oil 
or

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Battlefield help? 


The yearly carnage on the nation’s highways is often liken­ 
ed to that of a casualty - strewn battlefield. Thus it makes 
sense that one of the lifesaving systems that has helped take 
a little of the horror out of the Vietnam war should be applied 
to alleviatinr the misery we inflict on ourselves with our au­ 
tomobiles. This is the rescue helicopter. 
The Department of Transportation has announced an agree­ 
ment with the University of Arizona to conduct a one-year 
medical evacuation system to serve rural and remote areas of 
Arizona. 
The funds will provide for the leasing of two helicopters 
with highly trained crews. One team will be on ground alert 
and the other on airborne 
surveillance over highway routes 
which have a high accident history. When a highway crash oc­ 
curs, the closest 
team will rescue and treat any injured and 
evacuate them to the nearest medical facility. 
Similar demonstration projects are being conducted in Ne­ 
braska and the cities of Detroit, Los Angeles and New York. 
Many public safety and medical officials predict that there 
will be a virtual boom in helicopter ambulance service when 
hostilities end in Vietnam and a large number of helicopters 
are declared surplus, 
reports Aviation Week & Space Tech­ 
nology magazine.

There is also expected to be a large reservoir of men 
who have served as medics or corpsmen and have experience 
with emergency first-aid and helicopter evacuation of the 
wounded. 
The boom has already begun modestly in a number of local­ 
ities. In Wyandotte, Mich., a commercial ambulance operator 
is offering what is believed to be the only commercial heli­ 
copter ambulance. 


A combined Ohio State University, state National Guard and 
state highway patrol operation has made 15 evacuations of emer­ 
gency patients in the last 15 months and has rendered aid on 
about 35 calls. 
The California Highway Patrol has purchased three helicop­ 
ters that can be quickly converted into ambulances. 


Army 
hospital 
detachments 
in Alabama 
and Texas 
evacuated more than 70 accident victims by helicopter in 1967. 
A parallel development, says the magazine, is the build­ 
ing of facilities at hospitals to handle 
helicopters. So far, 
only 147 out of the 7,850 general hospitals in the nation have 
officially certified 
“ helipads” with 38 more under construc­ 
tion. However, a far greater number of emergency hospitals 
accommodate helicopters under FAA emergency flight rules.

But the word that comes to this re­ 
porter from West German sources is 
that through the Russians have failed 
again they may have won after all. 
West Germans in high places have be­ 
gun to argue in private sessions that 
elections in west Berlin are not worth 
the recurrent tensions and alarms as­ 
sociated with ttie repeated Russian and 
Fast German threats.

Czechoslovakia, too, has left its ef­ 
fect. The West Germans are not com­ 
pletely certain what could set the Rus­ 
sians off. 
Note that in this war of nerves the 
East Germans and Russians have at­ 
tempted the same type of pressure Hanoi 
brought on Washington in the Vietnam 
war. 
Ho Chi Mlnh’s men said they would 
not talk unless the bombing were first 
halted, thus demanding a one-sided con­ 
cession with no promises in return. 
The Fast Germans said they would 
talk about freer travel for some Germans 
only if the West Germans first canceled 
the election in West Berlin. 
Note that as in the Vietnam case, 
the East Germans promised nothing, ex­ 
cept to talk. They did not promise 


that the talks would bring concessions in 
their part in return for the proposed 
cancellation of plans to hold the elec­ 
tion in West Berlin. 


But in this exchange the East Ger­ 
mans and Russians found out what they 
wanted to know — that the. West Ger­ 
mans were willing to bargain away some 
of their symbolic political rights in Ber­ 
lin. 


Now the Russians and East Germans 
need only to find out how cheaply they 
can secure the concessions they want in 
Berlin. 
West Berlin, of course, is a symbol. 
Victory in West Berlin will be a sign 
to the Russians that the West Germans 
don’t have the will to stand up against 
their pressures over the long haul.

Defense Secretary Melvin R Laird’s 
analysts privately summarizes the Viet­ 
nam military impasse in terms that tend 
to unlock the mystery that agonizes our 
millions. 
Instead of block­ 
ing the famous Ho 
Chi 
Minh 
Trail 
through 
“ neutral” 
Laos, against which 
we did such immense 
bombing and lost so 
many airmen’s lives 
and aircraft, the en­ 
emy has actually suc­ 
ceeded in building a 
railroad 
through 
Laos to the front. 
This unrevealed fact 
ineffectiveness of our 
along with it, comes a revelation regard­ 
ing how long the blocking has been inef­ 
fective. 
As long ago as 1962 Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency operatives saw the Red 
Chinese deliver 5,000 transport loads of 
war materials to Tchpone, 100 miles 
east of Savanaket. The Ho Chi Minh 
Trail from there has been reported 
blocked nearly a hundred times. 
Our firepower assembled is greater 
than at any time or place in World War 
II. But the North Vietnamese rely on 
underground cover, concealment and dis­ 
persal against ourbuilt-up air and ground 
fire-power. They try not to offer objec­ 
tives to the Western guns, but lack the 
relative necessary to remove most of our 
guns. We have the guns and few targets. 
They have the targets and relatively 
few guns. This is the rub. 
An American weapon fired without di­ 
vidends in terms of the enemy’s des­ 
truction is a weapon lost from the lim­ 
ited Saigon stockpile transported 9,000 
miles from the United States. 
More than half our casualties are 
from mines, booby -traps and ambushes. 
The Reds are using not only the same 
types of ambushes but many of them in 
the same places that they have suc­ 
ceeded in destroying military convoys 
throughout more than 20 years. In this, 
behind the scenes, there is identical rep- 
eition, repetition, repetition. 
The basic North Vietnam tactic, of 
course, is to break contact whenever 
superior U S 
forces are committed, 
and go away. If our enemy does not want 
to be found you do not find him. If 
he wants to be found he attacks fast 
and hard and then disappears. Every 
man knows exactly where to go after he 
has fired his ammunition, killed the dead 
and is through. 
Although there is an increase in the 
proportion of engagements with battle- 
organized, artillery - equipped 
enemy 
troops, the war still is fought in a 
guerrilla environment. The dominant 
military 
characteristic is the intelli­ 
gence contrast. The guerrillas know all 
that is happening while our counter­ 
forces move in nearly a perpetual fog. 
This fog is hard to lift, for it begins 
in the fears of the people. But it gives 
the enemy his greatest tactical asset. 
For example, in the recent Tet, or lun­ 
ar New Year, offensive, from which we 
still have not fully recovered, the en­ 
emy achieved another big tactical sur­ 
prise 
In Saigon, contrary statements 
notwithstanding, no one knew the attack 
was coming. We first thought 15,000 
would attack. As the hoard grew, this was 
recalculated to 36,000. Actually, 60,000 
attacked. 
The first rule of strategy is not to 
meet the enemy on ground of the enemy’s 
choice and at the times determined by 
the enemy. But, by the intelligence fog 
and other means, the enemy holds (and 
always has held) the init iative in Vietnam. 
We must dance to his tune. For the 
most part we fight when, how and where 
the enemy chooses. 
This leaves us moving masses from 
one place to another without destroying 
the enemy in being. At enormous logis­ 
tic expense our forces are summoned 
like a fire engine or dispatched like a 
lifeboat to hard and disadvantageous en­ 
gagement points. It is thus a round- 
trip effort that so often leaves us back 
where we started. 
The vital and decisive fact is tha* 
in this fire engine-lifeboat process we 
have to this day not succeeded in build­ 
ing an effective front or in being secure 
on our flanks or in the rear. 


The fundamental weakness in our Par- 
is-talks position is that we cannot out­ 
last the enemy in Vietnam and never­ 
theless are loath to allow our forces 
to outfight him — all of which Ho Chi 
Minh well knows. Meanwhile, the enemy 
buildup has grown so great that he can­ 


not be driven out by our present forc­ 
es 
Yet, that is the basis from which 
the United States team is negotiating 
in Paris.

The bite of vandalism 


A grim reminder that educational in­ 
stitutions have suffered heavily from 
vandalism, arson and destruction in the 
midst of campus disorders, came home 
to the school board today. 
The trustees will 
be asked to renew 
one of the district’s 
five insurance polic­ 
ies prior to the July 
deadline in order to 
take advantage of a 
saving 
before the 
cost 
of 
premiums 
rise. An estimated 
$10,000 will be saved 
by the early renewal. 
The 
pending 
in­ 
crease in premiums came about because 
of the heavy destruction of school prop­ 
erty statewide. Losses have been light­ 
er in Lompoc than in the locations which 
have been in the news recently but there 
have 
been losses 
running into 
the 
thousands of dollars, here anyway. 
Lompoc has an estimated $21 million 
worth of property covered by a 90 per 
cent, coinsured policy program. If one 
building burns to the ground the dis­ 
trict would recover 100 per cent of 
the loss. But if all the buildings of 
the district’s 
18-campus setup burned 
on the same night the recovery would 
be only 90 per cent of the value. 
The increase in premiums is about 
40 per cent give or take a little de­ 
pending on how much safer insurance 
officials feel Lompoc is. Whatever the 
cost, however, it is a grim reminder 
that every man, woman and child has 
lost money in the tide of campus un­ 
rest. There are laws holding a parent 
responsible for vandalism perpetrated 
by an offspring, but in most cases the 
financial blame can not be established. 
Even if it could be, how could a hand­ 
ful of maybe a dozen parents pay for 
the cost of a science building for ex­ 
ample. They’d be in hock for the rest 
of their lives. 
All of this has prompted a wave of 
new legislation aimed at halting the 
losses. In many cases the legislation 


probably will be no more effective than 
current laws, but there had to be an 
effort. 
The destruction of property belonging 
to others, and a school building belongs 
partly to each of us, is a crime. Some 
might contend that it falls within a 
gray area in the field of “ criminal 
sanction,” but I wouldn’t be so per­ 
missive. 
It is within our province to say that 
no one shall wantonly destroy a public 
building or a private one for that matter. 
Just how far society will go to forgive 
the wantoness is hard to say. I think 
sometimes individuals of a mob figure 
they have strength and anonymity in the 
shadowy character of their existence. 
Whatever the outcome I think we 
shouldn’t let the perpetrators forget 
that they have overstepped the normal 
and historic bounds of protest.

All signs point to the 
most exciting evening in a long while. 
If you play chess or would like to 
learn, call me and become a part of the 
picture. 
Maybe I’m wrong, but I doubt that a 
youthful che.ssplayer would ever throw 
a Molotov
